Strictly speaking the only document- 
ary proof of citizenship would be pos- 
session of a birth certificate or naturali- 
zation papers. Fortunately the personnel 
of the American Immigration Depart- 
ment are experienced inspectors and are 
quick to spot people trying to enter the 
country illegally. It was stated during 
the radio interview that of the 15,000 
U. S. citizens that re-entered the country 
at Detroit during the period July 1st to

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Conglomerates From Chicago

The city is back to normal now that 
the Democratic National Convention is 
over. The end of the convention is 
also just about the end of a nationally 
known figure to philatelists—Postmaster 
General James A. Farley. For he has 
announced that on Aug. 17 he will retire 
from politics and it is presumed he will 
resign his post as head of the post office, 
also. This announcement was made re- 
cently and the newspaper men immedi- 
ately gave a party for him at the Stev- 
ens Hotel where among other things, he 
was presented with a case for carrying 
stamps on which were mounted a 2c 
and 3c stamp with salutations of “to 
the postmaster general from the press.” 





The Chicago Daily Tribune, ‘Morris, 
Ill., July 8 (Special) —In 1890 Mrs. Dor- 
othy Turner carried the mail by horse- 
back from Carbon Hill to Coal City in 
Grundy county twice a day, a distance 
of 10 miles. She was awarded a medal 
three years ago by the United States 
government for bravery in that year 
when she saved the mail and a pay roll 
of $7,500 from two masked bandits. 
Word was received here today that she 
had died in Spokane, Wash., at the age 
of 89 years.” 





The Chicago Daily News, “New York, 
July 9—(AP)—Five thousand sacks of 
mail, the first dispatch in several weeks, 
will start for Europe Thursday aboard 
the American Export liner Exochorda 
and the Spanish liner Magellanes. 

“The accumulation, resulting from war- 
disrupted service, is destined for France, 
Germany, German - occupied European 
territories, and other continental points. 
The Exochorda will dock at Lisbon, 
Portugal, while the Magellanes will touch 
Coruna and Bilbao, in Spain.”

Such is the case with a portion of a let- 
ter just received from a former corre- 
spondent of the New Issue Department, 
who returned to the United States from 
Denmark, shortly after that country was 
taken over by the Germans. We quote 
from a portion of that letter: 

“As you will no doubt suspect, the 
disruption of my personal affairs in 
Denmark was complete and sudden. We 
continued business as usual for nearly 
a week after our protectors came in. 
Then after this period of observation, it 
became obvious that there was no use-

prised nearly forty men, women and 
children for whom passport visas, trans- 
portation, etc., had to be obtained in 
the face of rather prominent obstacles. 
After a little over two weeks the first 
transit permits arrived and the party 


aufiwas sent through in three groups. Only 


strictly personal property could be 
brought out and much of that such as 
household equipment and bulky articles 
had to be left in Denmark. I was able 
to bring such stamps as I had accumu- 
lated over there as well as some expen- 
sive photographic equipment. Every- 
thing considered, the entire party was 
lucky to get out without greater loss 
and the entire trip, while unpleasant at 
times, was most propitious.” 

“The route traveled from Copenhagen 
was by train to the southerly islands of 
Denmark, then by ferry across the Baltic 
to Warnemunde, Germany. From there 
travel was by train through Berlin and 
Munich to Genoa and finally to Naples 
where we had passage on the Conte di 
Savoia to New York. There was a stop- 
over of 23 hours in Berlin where we 
were free to wander about at will, and 
a ten day delay in Italy waiting for the 
boat. My wife and I spent those ten 
days in Florence, Venice and Rome 
among other places. The trip was more 
or less uneventful and could have been 





even more enjoyable in parts but for the 


fact that we were quite contented in 
Denmark and centainly did not want to 
leave.”

Editor’ s Notebook 


THE SOCIETIES The list printed this 

week of the national 
societies will no doubt surprise many of 
you by its length. And we are fairly cer- 
tain it is not complete. It will be seen 
that most if not all classes of collecting 
have a society of their own. Despite 
that, most collectors do not belong to 
any of the 32 listed here. Why? We 
don’t pretend to know all the answers 
to that but the gaps in the information 
are eloquent considering we displayed 
several times prominently a request for 
the data. We are convinced that pub- 
licity advantages of all sorts have been 
sadly neglected by many societies; not 
just in this one instance, but in many 
instances, as the reader of philatelic 
publications must realize; resulting in 
many collectors who might become val- 
uable members remaining in ignorance 
of the very existence of the society 
which would interest them. These pros- 
pective members also obtain a poor im- 
pression of the aggressiveness of the so- 
cieties and this “sales resistance” is no 
small item to be overcome.

The Forum 


Chattanooga, Tennessee,

Sirs: 

The attached “squib” (referring to Swedish 
buses having letter boxes) from the current 
issue of ““Linn’s’’ prompts me to report to you 
a matter which I have long thought worthy 
of mention in the philatelic press. ; : 

The city of Knoxville, Tennessee, enjoys this 
privilege the same as the Swedes. All street 
cars and buses carry a small letter box, with 
slots both inside and outside the car. Thus 
letters can be mailed by pedestrians as well 
as by passengers. When the car reaches the 
downtown terminus (two blocks from the main 
post office for most lines) a_ postal carrier 
boards the car and removes the contents of 
the box. Unfortunately, the mail is treated like 
that from any letter box and receives no mark 
to prove its street car journey. : 

I have never seen this service in any other 


‘city. On one of my first visits to Knoxville, 


I remarked to a resident that it would seem 
queer to me to stop a street car just to mail a 
letter. His reply was that it must be very in- 
convenient to live in a city where you can’t 
mail a letter by simply stopping a street car. 

The origin of this, as told me by Knox- 
villians who should know, is also interesting. 
They say the plan was initiated many years 
ago during a car men’s strike, so that any at- 
tempt to stop operation of the cars would be 
interference with the U. S. mails and would 
bring down Uncle Sam’s wrath on the offend- 
ers. The Post Office paid one dollar a year for 
the service. After settlement of the strike, the 
mail service was continued, and when buses 
replaced some of the street car lines, they, too, 
were equipned with letter boxes. So in Knox- 
ville you don’t walk to the nearest letter box— 
you just stand on the corner and the letter 
box comes to you.

the 5th, only two were required to send 
for their birth certificates. For the rest 
the Inspectors accepted possession of So- 
cial Security cards, membership cards in 
national or international sovieties such as 
fraternal societies and service clubs as 
proof of being an American citizen. As 
this is exactly the same identification 
that you would expect to have to pro- 
duce in order to cash a check in a 
strange bank we are sure it will not de- 
ter you from visiting Canada this year. 

You do not require a passport to enter 
Canada. If you are a well meaning 
United States citizen the few questions 
which will be asked by the Canadian 
authorities will only take you ten sec- 
onds to answer. There are no restric- 
tions to travel. Of course all the im- 
portant hydro electric plants and the 
locks and bridges of our canals are under 
armed guard and loitering near these is 
not permitted. You cannot visit any of 
the hundreds of military camps or bar- 
racks that dot the country. Every city, 
town and village has its quota of sol- 
diers home on week-end furlough. 

There is no rationing of gasoline or 
food. The cost of living is not notice- 
ably higher than last year. There is no 
retail sales tax on restaurant meals or 
purchases in our stores. Your dollar is 
worth $1.10 in Canada. You will see 
thousands of cards in stores, restaurants 
and service stations stating that their 
owners will allow the official rate of ex- 
change (10%). These cards have been 
distributed through the Bankers Associ- 
ation. For travel information write the 
Ontario Tourist Bureau, Parliament 
Buildings, Toronto.

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Philippines Exhibit at the Fair 


By Pasio M. ESPERIDION 





Recognizing the significance of the 
centenary of the first adhesive postage 
stamp and the far-reaching influence of 
an educational stamp exposition, for the 
first time in years, the Philippine Islands 
have submitted an official entry at a 
philatelic show—the International Stamp 
Centennial Exhibition at the New York 
World’s Fair of 1940. 

Exhibits submitted by the Govern- 
ment of the Philippines which are now 
on display at the International Stamp 
Centennial Exhibition, consist of twenty- 
seven stamps only. Devoid of quantity, 
indeed they are insignificant. However, 
the pictorial significance and the infor- 
mation tied-up with each stamp, to the 
average stamp collector and to the non- 
stamp collecting public as well, they un- 
ravel graphically the changing Philip- 
pines—from the three centuries of Span- 
ish rule, down to the forty years of 
American administration, culminating to 
the present political status of the Islands 
—the Commonwealth of the Philippines. 


To collectors of stamps of the Philip- 
pines the exhibits of the Islands at the 
International Stamp Centennial Exhibi- 
tion might be helpful in writing up their 
Philippine collection in similar manner. 

Mounted on three album sheets, the 
twenty-seven Philippine stamps are iden- 
tified with brief informative knowledge 
about the 7,083 islands and islets. The 
first sheet traces a brief history of the 
Philippines. Its subject is “A Brief His- 
tory of the Philippines As Told on Post- 


age Stamps.” Six stamps are mounted 
on the sheet. Each stamp is written up 
as follows: 


16c—DISCOVERY OF THE PHIL- 
IPPINES by Ferdinand Magellan on 
March 16, 1521. 

30c—BLOOD COMPACT ... the first 
treaty between the Philippines and Spain 
signed in 1565. 

2c—PHILIPPINE REVOLUTION in 
1896 against the Spanish rule. (Stamp 
of the Katipunan or so-called Aguinaldo 
stamp.) 

1 Peso—BARASOAIN CHURCH... 
seat of the Malolos Congress where the 
Malolos Constitution of the short-lived 
Philippine Republic was signed on Jan- 
uary 21, 1899. 

2 Pesos—BATTLE OF MANILA BAY 
on May 1, 1898 .. . the dawn of Ameri- 
can administration in the Philippines. 

36c—BIRTH OF A NATION on No- 
vember 15, 1935 .. . the Commonwealth 
of the Philippines . . . a nation of 7,083 
islands and islets with a population of 
16,000,303. 

The second sheet introduces “THE 
CULTURAL, ECONOMIC AND PO- 
LITICAL PROGRESS OF THE PHIL- 
IPPINES AS DEPICTED ON POST- 
AGE STAMPS.” Seventeen stamps are 
mounted on the sheet with the following 
explanatory notes: 

10 Pesos—COAT OF ARMS... an 
emblem of the blending of Western cul- 
ture in the Philippines.

I have just been shown a letter from 
Switzerland concerning the importation 
of German stamps. The letter states 
that all shipments consigned to Switzer- 
land were turned back at the border be- 
cause of new importation laws. 


A new German blue band issue has 
appeared. The only stamps of this is- 
sue that have reached this country were 
those postally used. German stamps 
were previously smuggled out of the 
country. This practice alsc has been 
stopped. It now seems the only way 
German stamps can reach this country 
will be if American dollars are sent to 
Germany, in advance. This, the Ameri- 
can wholesalers, so far have refused to 
do. 





The demand for the last two issues 
from France, viz; the Red Cross and the 
World’s Fair issues, has continued un- 
abated, with no further supplies forth- 
coming.

I have mentioned many times before, 
that with the shortage of European is- 
sues, the natural turning point would be 
to the Americas. The truth of this is 
born out by a canvas of many stamp 
importers. Their orders to the Americas 
for packets, earlier issues, and new is 
sues, are increasing. Some of this new

Only dealers are to be sup- 
plied. Stamps will not be supplied if 
orders are sent to Liberian post offices. 

Assurance was given that strict atten- 
tion would be given to the condition of 
stamps. Only stamps in use in Liberia 
will be sold. Quantities of printings will 
be made public, and the American Bank 
Note Co. is designated as printer of all 
future issues.

PRECANCELS AT FAIR 

The week of August 25th to 31st, 1940, 
has been designated as Precancel Week 
at the New York World’s Fair Philatelic 
Exhibit in the British Pavilion. 


The Board of Governors of the Pre- 
cancel Stamp Society has undertaken the 
sponsorship of a special Exhibit of Pre- 
cancels which will be on display during 
that period.

The exhibit will contain two frames of 
acollection arranged for educational pur- 
poses in synoptic form and in seven 
frames will be demonstrated an expan- 
sion of the methods of collecting shown 
in brief in the first two forms.

South of the Rio Grande 


The Pan American Union has received 
a stock of the two airmails (30c and 
80c) issued by Salvador as its part of 
the postal celebration of the Union’s 
50th birthday. These are printed in 
sheets of 50, and over stamp number 5 
appears what roughly corresponds to the 
plate number, the order number “F 
10755” of the American Bank Note Co. 
The Union is selling the stamps in sets 
only, at 44c a set and the number 
blocks only with blocks of at least ten 
stamps. 





For those collectors who like to know 
more about their favorite countries, the 
little booklets of the Pan American 
Union are recommended. Well illustrated, 
they cost only 5c each and may be ob- 
tained for any country. A large number 
of cities are also treated separately in 
booklets sold at the same modest sum. 
Other publications are numerous, deal- 
ing with commercial, financial, historical 
and other phases of life in the Amer- 
icas. 





A little known issue of Panama is the 
1909-11 1c, 2c and Sc in booklet panes 
of 6. Booklets of the South American 
countries are infrequently met. 





The Statue of Liberty will again be 
seen on a stamp when Nicaragua’s $2.50 
face value series in honor of the Pan- 
American Union appears. 


The Centenary of the death of one 
of the most noted of early American 
dictators will be commemorated by 
Paraguay next month. Dr. Francia, 
called “El Supremo” has had a bulky 
novel written about him, but its title 
and author escapes us at the moment. 
Paraguay attained independence in 1811, 
but the country not being ready for a 
democracy, Francia and Fulgencio Ye- 
gros were nominated “Consuls” to joint- 
ly govern the country. By some adroit 
maneuvers Yegros was forced out. The 
consuls took office in a ceremony having 
stage effects of the Roman republics. 
Francia kept the country in almost total 
isolation from the rest of the world and 
not until after his death did foreigners 
have opportunity to enter the country. 
Yegros has been depicted on Paraguay- 
an 2.50 pesos stamps of the regular is- 
sue current since 1927. Francia set the 
pattern for Paraguayan government 
which has been followed almost con- 
tinuously since 1813. 





A new 4c Express stamp is expected 
from Guatemala and is for use on letters 
carried by motorcycle courier between 
the capital and Copan. 


Cuba’s Rotary and Lions stamps are 
printed in sheets of 100 divided into 


four panes of 25 by a gutter as large 
as a stamp. The gutter blocks proved 
very popular with collectors. 


In contrast to the neat first day can 
cels from Cuba on its recent specials, 
Buenos Aires used the regular, smeary 
cancel of May 25 on first day covers 
bearing the Centenary of Adhesives 
souvenir sheet.
